One long narrative poem, in ballad tradition; one short narrative poem 
with a symbolic modern note. Both take pretty deep digging to trace the best of Mase- 
field; one searches for passages of real beauty as assurance that he is still there. 
The Brothers Grimm might have lighted upon the legend which forms the basis of the 
romance of the days of Russia and Peter the Great, of the lovely maiden, bethrothed 
to a sailor, who has the misfortune to attract the lustful attention of the Emperor 
who would have her for his own. The Empress aids her escape; she is shielded and 
hidden by forest folk, her foster parents, and~at the end of the year, her lover re- 
turns from the sea, and finds her in her forest retreat...Pavilastukay is a modern 
parable, in which a tourist, seeking health, happens upon a lost city, whose perfec- 
tion gives him confidence again that even in an imperfect world, perfection -once 
achieved - can be brought about again. The first poem is written in a combination of 
heroic couplets and rhyme royal, fairly obvious and sometimes forced. The more elab-— 
orate verse form of the second poem is better suited to its subject, but becomes

ian. The journey to Soviet Russia, undertaken last Spring, took them by Clipper to 
Hong Kong, where she photographed the Soong sisters; then on to Chungking and the 
meeting with General and Madame Chiang Kai Shek; on to Lanchow, to the Gobi desert, 
to Hami and Moscow.

But the very 
publicxtion of such a book (and its reception in England) is a salutary agceptance 
of the challenge to work now towards “conditions of peace". This is no inelastic and

Bowlby, John PERSONALITY AND MENTAL ILLNESS Emerson 


For psychiatrists and psychologists and people dealing with mental health; 
not for the layman. This is an analysis of the new theory of typology of psychopathic 
cases, based on gears of research and detailed casework. The author is a prominent 
English specialist. The layman has little means of evaluating this much disputed, very 
inchoate field, with as yet no accepted system of classification, of terminology. Dr. 
Bowlby divides the mentally ill under two main headings, schizoid and syntonic; then 
groups them further under personality subtypes. These classifications are determined
